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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1, 7, 9, 11-24, 26-28, 33, 35-42, and 50 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the apparatus as claimed by applicant. 

In particular, US 5,578,223 to Bene discloses an infusion system comprising a 
container, scale, infusion line, and bubble trap, but fails to disclose the rigid support, 
control unit, inlets and outlets, selector means, and check valves as claimed by 
applicant, along with the other functions and limitations of the claims. While many of the 
additional structural elements claimed by applicant are known in the art (see US 
4,190,426 to Ruschke), applicant's placement of the hydrophobic membrane in an 
upper zone of the an upstream portion of the first length of tubing and the check valve 
inside the containing body are not found in the prior art. Applicant's particular 
configuration of the elements, including the tubing, membrane and check valve 
arrangement set forth above, in the instantly claimed infusion system provides a device 
that is easier to use than the devices suggested by the prior art. 

Applicant's arguments with regard to the provisional double-patenting rejection of 
the pending claims over Application Serial No. 10/520,667 are persuasive, and the 
rejection is withdrawn.
